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The Philippine Center on Transnational Crime (PCTC) was established by virtue of 
Executive Order No. 62 to formulate and implement a concerted program of action of all 
law enforcement, intelligence and other government agencies for the prevention and 
control of large-scale crimes, such as drug trafficking, money laundering, arms smuggling, 
trafficking in persons, intellectual property rights violations, piracy on the high-seas and 
armed robbery on ships (PARAS), cyber-crime and terrorism. 

The PCTC undertakes the following functions: 

■ to establish a shared central database on all transnational crimes; 

■ to supervise and control the conduct of all anti-transnational crime operations of 
all government agencies and instrumentalities; 

■ to establish a central database on national as well as international legislation and 
jurisprudence on transnational crime; 

■ to establish a center for strategic research on the structure and dynamics of 
transnational organized crime; 

■ to design programs and projects aimed at enhancing national capacity- building 
in combating transnational crime; 

■ to explore and coordinate information exchanges and training local and foreign 
counterparts; 

■ to enlist the assistance of any department, bureau, office, agency, or 
instrumentality of the government, including the use of their respective 
personnel, facilities and resource, and 

■ to perform such functions and carry out such activities as may be directed by the 
President.

OPERATION CHASE, JANUARY 30- 
FEBRUARY 04, 2017, CEBU CITY 

This programme is a global effort to 
counter the international smuggling of 
dual use chemicals in the manufacture 
of weapons designed to kill and injure 
indiscriminately. This activity 
corresponded to the operations in 
Indonesia, Malaysia and Thailand. The 
operation CHASE in the Philippines was 
conducted at Mactan Cebu 
International Airport (MCIA) and Cebu 
International Seaport. The National Coordinating Team (NCT) consists of 
representatives from BFAR, BI, BOC, BOQ, NCWC, NCWCS and PCTC. At the end 
of the operation, the NCT recommended the following: 

1. There should be more alternatives on detecting precursor chemicals and 
contrabands; 
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2. There should be more expert x-ray machine operator in airports and 
seaports; and 

3. Usage of proper equipment for the protection and safety of x-ray machine 
operator. 


B. ATTENDANCE TO A CAPACITY BUILDING ACTIVITY CONDUCTED BY 
ANOTHER AGENCY: 3 

PROJECT CHAIN - On January 10-12, 

2017, Atty. Leonardo Oliver F Limbo of 
Intellectual Property Office of the 
Philippines, attended the said activity in 
IGCI, Singapore, which aims to develop 
opportunities through a single point of 
coordination for international transnational 
investigations that will be targeting high 
profile criminals related to trafficking illicit 
trade, operating smuggling routes between 
Southeast Asia, India and the Middle East. Such investigations would lead to the 
confiscation of criminal proceeds and to the arrest and conviction of criminals. 

ADVANCE INTELLIGENCE PROGRAM (AIP) - On January 16-17, 2017, DPP- 
PCTC attended the activity at Davao City. The AIP is a two-week workshop 
following on the principles discussed during the preparatory one-week 
Intelligence Analysis Workshop. It focused on providing the participants with an 
intermediate understanding of the concepts involved in intelligence analysis. 
Among the analytical tools that were discussed were: Analysis of Competing 
Hypothesis, Circle of Trust, Flow and Event Charts, Ishikawa Cause and Effect, 
and Association Matrix and Link Diagram. 

23 rd ASIAN REGIONAL CONFERENCE (ARC), KATHMANDU, NEPAL 

The conference brought together senior law enforcement officers to unite 
regional efforts in providing a more effective global response to combat terrorism 
and organized crime, was successfully concluded in Kathmandu Nepal between 
18 and 20 January 2017. The delegates discussed areas where increased 
cooperation and shared best practices can help identify and interdict suspected 
terrorists ahead of any planned attack. Among the issues which were addressed 
by the 117 participants from 26 countries are cybercrime, human trafficking, and 
the sexual exploitation of children. At the end of the conference, five 
recommendations were adopted: 

1. INTERPOL Strategy and Business Plan for Asian Region 2017-2020; 

2. INTERPOL'S Integrated Operational Support for Vulnerable communities in 
Asian region; 

3. INTERPOL'S Support to Counter terrorism; 

4. INTERPOL'S Global Cybercrime Strategy and Action streams: Priorities and 
Plans for the Asian Region; and 

5. INTERPOL'S Activities regarding Transcontinental Wildlife Crimes.
